Camp Baldy and 8. A. Canyon 
Resorts Entertain Record 
Crowds; 50,000 People at 
Rim of World Resorts 


All records in ‘over-Sunday 
crowds were broken Saturday, Sun- 
day and Monday at practically all 
mountain and beach resorts. 


Camp Baldy and San Antonio 
resorts in general were filled to 
capacity and had to turn away 
people both Saturday and Sunday 
nights for lack of accommodations. 
Many found it necessary to either 
sleep in their cars or under the 
trees in the starlight. The camp 
ground was so crowded with cars 
and camping parties that, accord- 
ing to one who was there, a 
wheel-barrow couldn’t have been 
pushed through the camp without 
hitting someone. 

Food emporiums and_ grocery 
stores found it necessary to make 
extra trips to the valley in order 
to feed the people, but the crowd 
proved a good-natured one and 
took all the inconveniences as a 
matter of course during a holiday. 
Camp Baldy plunge was filled with 
a jolly crowd of bathers on Sat- 
urday, Sunday and Monday. 

According to best figures avail- 
able there. were 50,000 people at 
the various mountain resorts and 
camping grounds along the Rim of 
the World. Fully 20,000 people 
were at Big Bear Lake for the 
three days; 10,000 people were 
at Lake Arrowhead.

JOHN D. HOWE TELLS OF 


SERVICE MEN’S 
CONFERENCE 


World Peace Is Subject of Con- 
ference at Indianapolis But 
Speaker Found Little to In- 


dicate Desired End 








Members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic were honored 
guests of the Upland Rotary 
Club at the luncheon Tuesday 
when a Memorial Day program 
under the supervision of L. A. 
Weller and Chas. Latimer was 
given. 

H. ©. Moore, ex-president of 
the Upland Rotary and ex- 
Commander of the American 
Legion, extended the welcome 
of the club to the guests. 

“This organization extends 
to you men a welcome here to- 
day and we all consider it a 
great honor that you have 
come. We want this organiza- 
tion to be known as one that 
serves others before seif and 
we believe that he who serves 
best profits most. Whatever 
service members of this club 
may render during ‘their ex- 
istence will not compare with 
the services that you men ren- 
dered in the preservation of 
the union, but we can here 
pledge to you that the work of 
preserving the union will be 
carried on faithfully.’’ 

The speaker of the day was 
John D. Howe who has just 
returned from Indianapolis 
where he attended a confer- 
ence of the World Peace For- 
eign Relations Commission, 
more famously known as the 
Fidaec. The Fidae igs composed 
of all the legions of ex-service 
men of nine allied countries 
which fought together during 
the World War and the sub- 
ject of the: conference at Tn- 
dianapolis was World Peace. 

In a most interesting man- 
ner Mr. Howe reviewed the 
conference and stated that al- 
though he didn’t like to do it, 
he had to bring back the mes- 
sage ‘that the conference re- 
vealed the fact that world 
peace ways off.

“This conference was held

‘Ttaly doesn’t like our im- 
migration laws and_ objects 
strenuously because this coun- 
try will not allow Italians to 
come into this country. 

‘‘The League of Nations. 
sponsored by President Wilson, 
accepted by many European 
countries, only to be turned 
down by the American people, 
is something people of those 
foreign countries don’t under- 
stand. They believe that the 
United States deliberately 
tricked them into joining the 
League and then refused to 
join. 

“One hopeful: outlook, how- 
ever, is before us,’’ said Mr. 
Howe. ‘‘A-plan of exchange 
in scholarships of colleges is 
to be carried out. Foreigners 
will come here and attend our 
colleges, our men will attend 
colleges in foreign countries 
and by getting the viewpoint 
of other countries we are hop- 
ing for a better result from fu- 
‘ture conferences.’’ 

Alois Podrasnik, Commander 
of the local G. A. R. Post, gave 
briefly the history of Memorial 
Day, which was originated as 
Decoration Day. 

Mr, Podrasnik deplored the 
lack of display of flags on all 
national holidays and asked 
the members of Rotary to as- 
sist in getting flags displayed 
at all times in ‘the homes and 
especially on holidays that pa- 
triotism for the country and

Low Salaries Prohibited Em- 
ploying Men of Ability. In- 
crease on Par With That 
Paid by Corporations 








Salary of the county survey- 
or was increased from $2400 to 
$4200 and that of county em- 
ployees from $100 to $800 a 
year by the Board of Supervi- 
sors yesterday in adopting the 
annual salary ordinance. 

The office of county survey- 
or is the only office where the 
salary is not fixed by the char- 
ter, adopted in 1913 and pro- 
viding salaries far below the 
average paid officers in other 
California counties. The su- 
pervisors are permitted to fix 
this salary, the new rate be- 
coming effective at the begin- 
ning of the new term of of- 
fice, Jan. 8, 1927 

The salary was increased to 
$4200, the supervisors an- 
nounced, to assure the retain- 
ing of a high class engineer 
in the office. In the past ‘two 
years, Edgar T. Ham and J. P. 
Kemmerer resigned to accept 
more lucrative offers, the pres- 
ent salary rate paying only 
¢2400. Surveyor Howard lL. 
Way was receiving $3000 as 
chief deputy and sacrificed 
$600 per year to accept the of- 
fice. 

The increases for employees 
are on a level with salaries 
paid clerical employees by cor- 
porations and individuals. Com- 
paratively few’ new positions 
are created by the ordinance. 

The salary inereases and 
new positions as provided in 
the ordinance are: 

County Clerk—Chief deputy 
from $2100 to $2400; four de- 
puties from $1860 to $2040; file 
clerk (new) $1620 and typist 
from $1500 to $1860.

Collapses While Driving From 
Seaside to Home at San Ber- 
nardino. Death Follows 
Many Months of Ilness 


San Bernardino County lost one 








of her foremost citizens yesterday 
when A. G. Kendall, 


chairman of 
the Board of Supervisors, died at 


the Loma Linda Sanitarium, fol- 
lowing his return from a few days 
at his beach home at Balboa. 

Mr. Kendall had been ill over 
a@ period of many months and ak 
though his death was not unex- 
pected it came as a great shock 
to his host of friends throughout 
the county. He died at ten o’clock 
Tuesday morning. 

The end was peaceful; his 77 
years and the illness that gradual- 
ly tore him down were too heavy 
and he slept life away, quietly and 
without pain. 

Funeral arrangements have not 
been made. 

Widow Bears Burden Bravely 

As death came the widow, Mrs. 
Frances R. Kendall, was rushing 
from her home on Eighteenth St., 
San Bernardino, to the hospital. 
She arrived a few minutes too 
late. She bore the burden brave- 
ly. 

Mr. Kendall went to the hospital 
Monday at the advice of his phys- 
ician, Dr. Charles R. Campbell. 
On Sunday he had collapsed at 
Brea while driving with Mrs. Ken- 
dall. He had driven to the beach 
early in the week and was return- 
ing to preside at the meeting yes- 
terday of the Board of Supervisors, 
of which he was elected chairman 
in 1920. 

Sense of Duty is Recalled 

Not since his illness of months 
had Mr. Kendall missed a meeting 
of the supervisors. At times he 
climbed the stairs of the court- 
house laboriously, frequently halt- 
ing to rest, but he was always in 
his chair when the board convened. 
It was this fine sense of duty that 
prompted Mr. Kendall to attempt 
to drive back to San Bernardino 
from his summer home at Balboa. 
The strain was too much. Near 
Brea he collapsed and, after a 

rest, was able to resume the trip 
home when a service station oper- 
ator volunteered to drive. 

Last Act is Official One 

Almost the very last act of Mr. 
Kendall’s was an official one. At 
home Monday, insisted on sign- 
ing 200 warrants for the super- 
visors’ meeting, this duty delaying 
his trip to the hospital Monday. 

“T am glad that’s over,” he re- 
marked, as he finished his task.

Should Be Consistent 
(Pasadena Star-News 

There is a municipal judge in Los Angeles 
who is making life miserable tor speeding 
autoists. They are going to jail by scores, It 
matters not who they are, Judge Chambers 
has an eye single to the terrorizing of speed- 
ers by ‘throwing them into jail. Doubtless the 
offenses warrant prison. But the process of 
administering justice, as it affects speeders, 
generally speaking, is open to question as to 
its effectiveness. 

It is regrettable that in some municipalities 
there are spurts of rigor and severity on the 
part of speed officers and trial courts. And 
then come lapses and laxity, in which speed- 
ing proceeds practically without molestation. 

It would be very much better to have sys- 
tem in this—to have the laws and ordinances 
against speeding enforced rigorously and im- 
partially, at all times, in all places. There 
should be uniformity of regulational require- 
ments, in the first place—uniformity as to all 
cities and counties in the state. Then motor- 
ists would know what they may do and what 
is prohibited. Their course then would be 
with full knowledge of the inhibitions upon 
them. 

There should be consistency and persistency 
in rigorous enforcement of ordinances against 
speeding. There should be no periods of lax 
enforcement of anti-speeding ordinances. The 
motorist should be made to realize that any 
exceeding of speed limits today, tomorrow, 
next week, next month or next year would 
bring arrest and punishment. This would 
make anti-speeding ordinances much more ef- 
fective. The ordinances mean little unless 
they are enforced systematically and fairly, 
but relentlessly. 
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Why They Advertise 


(Chino Champion) 

Newspapers of the United States carried 
$720,000,000 worth of advertising during the 
year 1925, according to William A. Thompson, 
director of the bureau of advertising of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
who testified. recently before the Federal 
Trade Commission. Of this amount $500,- 
000,000 was spent in local advertising, the re- 
maining $250,000,000 representing the amount 
spent in advertisements of national circula- 
tion. 

These figures show something of the faith 
that the American business man_has ‘in the 
value of newspaper advertising. This form 
of publicity must pay, or the advertisers 
would not be spending three-quarters of a 
billion dollars annually on it. The keen busi- 
ness leaders of America do not put money in 
losing ventures. 

It is doubly significant that two-thirds of 
great sum, a half a billion dollars, went 
the so-called local newspapers, while only 

one-third of the amount went into the na- 
tional publications. 

Evidently it pays not only to advertise, 
but to advertise in your local newspaper. 
When we think of the value of the local news- 
paper, we usually measure it in terms of its 
worth as a collector of news and a moulder 
of sentiment in the community. But the 
value of a newspaper as an advertising me- 
dium is great, too, not only to the business 
man, but to the general public. It is through 
advertising in his local paper that the pro- 
gressive merchant gets his goods before the 
people. And it is by reading the advertise- 
ments ‘that the public learns where it can 
spend its money economically for reliable 
goods of the kind it wants.

Habits of the Time

‘‘Habitual violation or evasion of traffic 
laws have developed the greatest generation 
of lawbreakers the country has ever seen.”’ 

The speaker was a lawyer, with a success- 
ful practice, who travels widely and observes 
keenly. He has recently had a lot of juve- 
nile cases to handle. He says a lawyer’s prac- 
tice seems to come that way. One case of a 
particular type is apt to be followed by a 
number of others. 

The youngsters whose difficulties with the 
law were brought to him are members of good 
familiies. Close inquiry convinced him there 
is nothing fundamentally wrong with any of 
them. They lack schoooling in respect for 
law. Rather they are schooled in disrespect 
for law by the attitude toward traffic taws 
which they find at home and in public. Trai- 
fie fines are a joke and to outwit the traffic 
cops is a game which they enter with zest. 

The natural result is a habit of mind 
which soon leads them afoul of other laws. 
Experimenting with bootleg is only an inci- 
dent in the process, not a cause. 

The basic problem now before the country 
is how to develop a wholesome respect for 
law in old and young. When that is done the 
offensive by-products of a lot of good laws 
will disappear.

Prominent newspaper writers refer to Cool- 
idge as riding on the crest of a great wave 
of popularity, but the returns from the pri- 
mary elections thus far do not justify such 
allusions. Five states, North Dakota, Tilinois, 
Indiana, Pennsylvania and Oregon, had held 
senatorial primaries up to Wednesday of this 
week. and the administration lost in every 
one. The only case which is not decided is 
that of Oregon, where the old member was 
defeated and a new man chosen. But as the 
old member was classified as a regular, the 
conclusion is that the new one will not be a 
very faithful supporter of the administracion. 

Of course nothing else could have been ex- 
pected in North Dakota, but both Illinois 
and Pennsylvania were good territory for the 
administration and would have been carried 
under ordinary circumstances. Their loss 18 a 
severe blow and shows a tendency that gives 
adminstration leaders great concern. 

However, political losses in off years are 
not considered very serious. Reverses in the 
congressional elections following the selection 
of a president are the rule rather than the ex- 
ception in politics. In 1922 the early pri- 
maries started the same way and it looked that 
year as if the Harding administration were 
doomed, and yet, had he lived, President 
Harding would undoubtedly have been re- 
elected. In presidential years, when the coun- 
try is forced to choose between the old party 
that has done fairly well and one which has 
advocated untried policies, it generally gets 
over its grouch and decides to make n° 
change.

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The Arrow Highway 
(La Verne Leader) 

At the meeting held Wednesday at Bonita 
High School, the matter of the Arrow High- 
way was thoroughly thrashed out by repre- 
sentatives from the various towns along the 
line of the proposed road, and by Supervisor 
Cogswell. Supervisor Cogswell assured those 
present that the supervisors of the county will 
pay forty per cent of the cost of building the 
road. He also advised that the various towns 
form districts of their own and handle the 
matter themselves, thereby assuring them- 
selves that all moneys are carefully spent and 
that local men supervise the details of the 
road building.

Rhubarb Banbury Tarts 

To make these, stew together in 
as little water as can be used, a 
cupful of rhubarb cut in inch 
pieces, a cupful of dates cut in 
pieces and the juice of one orange. 
Make puff paste following your 
usual cookbook recipe and roll it 
rather thin. Cut into rounds—a 
saucer may ve used if there are 
no cutters available—or cut into 
squares if triangular tarts are 
wished. Spread half of these 
rounds or squares with the rhu- 
barb mixture. Moisten the edge of 
the paste with the white of an 
egg, fold over and pinch the edges 
together. Bake in a hot oven— 
500 degrees F.—until a light brown 
These tarts are nice for luncheon. 
They may be served with a sauce 
or with cream for a dessert if 
wished. 


Jellied Rhubarb 

1 quart of diced strawberry rhu- 
barb 

2 cupfuls of sugar 

2 cupfuls of water 

2 lemons 

2% tablespoonfuls of granulated 
gelatin 

% cupful of cold water 

Wash the rhubarb before dicing 
it, then place it in a baking dish 
with the sugar and the water and 
cook in a slow oven—350 degrees 
F—for about fifty minutes, or un- 
til it is pink. Stir carefully once 
in a while. Strain and to the juice 
add the gelatin, which has first 
been soaked in cold water. Cool 
and stir in the grated rind and 
juice of the lemons. Pour into a 
wet mold and set in a cold place. 
Unmold the next day and serve 
topped with sweetened whipped 
cream. The pulp, if not strained 
too thoroughly, makes exceilent 
filling for tarts. 


Rhubard Pie De Luxe 

2 cupfuls of cut rhubarb 

1 tablespoonful of butter 

1% cupfuls of sugar 

2 eggs 

1 tablespoonful of flour 

Baked pastry shell 

6 tablespoonfuls of sugar for 
meringue 

¥% teaspoonful of vanilla 

Wash the rhubarb and dry it 
carefully; cut into half-inch pieces 
without peeling. Melt the butter 
in a saucepan, adding one cupful 
of the sugar and the rhubarb to it. 
Cook until the rhubarb is soften- 
ed and the sugar melted, stirring 
carefully. At this stage add the 
egg yolk, slightly beaten, with the 
rest of the sugar mixed with the 
flour. Stir gradually intd the hot 
mixture and cook for a few min- 
utes until it is of a jellylike con- 
sistency. Remove from the fire 
and cool. Pour into the baked 
and cooled pastry shell and top 
with a meringue made of the egg 
whites beaten with the sugar and 
vanilla. Brown in a slow oven— 
300 degrees F. Strawberry rhu- 
barb gives delicate color to this 
pie. 


Canned Baked Rhubarb Sauce 

Trim off the leaves and ends 
from about two pounds of the rhu- 
barb stalks. Wash thoroughly, 
and let them stand uncut for about 
an hour or until they are crisp 
and break easily. Cut carefully in 
three-quarter-inch lengths so there 
is no stringing. Do not peel. Use 
two-thirds of a pound of sugar to 
this quantity of rhubarb and pack 
in a deep casserole or baking dish 
in alternate layers, with rhubarb 
on the bottom. Have the utensil 
nearly full. Let stand overnight 
and by morning it will have made 
its own: juice. Cook in a moder- 
ate oven until the stalk is ten- 
der—about fifty minutes at 350 
degrees F. If the sugar cakes on 
top, press it under, but do not 
stir it. Put the sauce, still at the 
boiling point, into hot, sterilized 
jars and seal at once. This makes 
one quart of clear, bright sauce 
that will keep indefinitely. The 
best time to can rhubarb by this 
recipe is when the stalks are 
about an inch in diameter.

Love Only Cure 

“Love ye one another.” In 
those four words lie the solution 
of the world peace problem, in 
the opinion of Col. Dan Morgan 
Smith of Los Angeles, former sol- 
dier, as expressed Friday after- 
noon in a talk before the Kiwanis 


Club at Hotel Casa Blanca on 
“Fighting for Peace.” 

The speaker went on to say 
that the hope of the world lies 


in the church and in the efforts 
of its ministers. He urged all to 
work to build up a _ brotherhood 
among men and declared that 
much could thus be accomplished. 

Asserting that no real soldiei 
wants war and that there is no 
glory in it, Col Smith declared 
himself a firm believer in prepared- 
ness as an insurance against war. 
He pointed out also that lack of 
proper training was the cause of 
many unnecessary deaths during 
war. 

Ministers and others who preach 
against preparedness, the speaker 
itheld to be ignorant of the facts 
rather than unpatriotic. He re- 
cited as some of the advantages 
of army training, the teaching of 
men to think, to be able to an- 
swer the call in an emergency and 
to show some reverence to con- 
stituted authority. He declared 
that preparedness is no more like- 
ly to bring on war than insurance 
to cause fire. World strife, he 
held, can never be stopped by dis- 
armament, since the fashioning of 
war instruments is always an easy 





matter. 
In closing, Col. Smith gave it 
as his opinion that wars will be 


less frequent when the strong and 
worthy nations of the world are 
better prepared for possible con- 
flict.

ABOUT EGGS | 


By GEORGIA REDWAY 





Eggs have been eaten from the 
earliest times. The early Egyp- 
tians not only used eggs but even 
hatched their chicks artificially in 


|large numbers, the farmers carry- 


ing their eggs to the hatcheries 
and returning in due time to get 
their chicks. The Chinese, al- 
though in many ways what we 
would consider backward in poul- 
try keeping methods, also hatch 
chicks artificially. They do not 
use thermometers to test the heat, 
but place the egg against the cor- 
ner of the eye, where the skin 
ds most sensitive. 

The Hebrews used eggs, though 
whether those of hens as well 
as of partridges and other wild 
birds seems a bit uncertain, at 
least as to Old Testament times. 
Job asks somewhat querulously 
“Is there any taste in «the white 
of an egg?’’ while Isaiah declares 
that a certain arrogant’ king 
makes the boast, “My hand hath 
found as a nest the riches of the 
people; and as one gathered the 
eggs that are left, have I gather- 
ed all the earth; and there was 
none that moved the wing, or op- 
ened the mouth, or peeped.” The 
Israelites were forbidden in the 
book of Deuteronomy to “take the 
dam from the eggs or the young,” 
and Jeremiah refers to “the part- 
ridge that sitteth on eggs and 
hatched them not.” 

When Christ said that father 
asked for an egg, would not give 
his child a scorpion, He evidently 
meant a hen’s egg, as He said 
later: “How often would I have 
gathered thee, Oh Jerusalem, as a 
hen gathers her chickens under 
her wings?” And, of course, we 
all remember the crowing cock 
that so humiliated Peter in the 
Roman courtyard. 

Different breeds of fowls lay 
eggs of differing sizes and colors. 
All non-setting breeds lay white 
eggs, and where you find a set- 
ting hen in any of these varieties, 
it is my experience that she lays 
a slightly tinted egg. The general 
purpose and meat breeds invari- 
ably lay brown eggs and also in- 
variably want to set at intervals, 
the frequency varying, again ac- 
cording to my experience, with 
the depth of color of the hen’s 
egg. Some people think that a 
dark egg is richer, but it is not 
necessarily so. It is just possible 
that the hen that lays fewer eggs 
gives a richer egg than the high- 
record hen, especially at the end 
of the laying season; but I doubt 
it. The hen that lays the larger 


number of eggs undoubtedly has}! 


more to put into eggs. And it is 
by no means always true that the 
hen that lays the dark-shelled egg 
lays fewer of them. Of course, 
is she is allowed to set, she is 
out of laying five weeks or more; 
but if she be the bred-to-lay kind, 
she will lay almost continuously 
at other times except while moult- 
ing. There is a bit more to the 
theory that the egg with the light- 
colored yolk is iess nutritious, 
since it contains less sulphur, so 
it is said. Some authorities claim 
that that is the only difference. 
New York, which demands the 
white-shelled egg, prefers the light- 
yolked eggs, especially for poach- 
ing in high class hotels. Boston 
likes the brown egg best, as is 
perfectly natural when we remem- 
ber that it was the original mar- 
ket for the early Rhode Island Red 
roasters and that Plymouth Rocks, 
Light Brahmas and Cochins were 
all bred there extensively before 
these breeds penetrated the South 
or Middle West. 

So far as size is concerned, it 
must not be judged altogether by 
the size of the breed. People have 
said to me occasionally: “I don’t 
want any Leghorns. Their eggs 
are too small.” Yet at the time 
my Leghorn pullets were laying 
bigger eggs than Red pullets of 
the same ago. As a rule Rocks 
and Wyandottes lay smaller eggs 
than Leghorns or Reds. One Rock 
hen in her third year often laid a 
pewee egg. Size of egg is rather 
a question of strain rather than 
of breed, and may be bred for like 
any other charactertstic, as I 
found accidentally by crossing my 
Reds with another strain of the 
same breed. 

Here in the west, especially in 
California, the average hen lays 
more eggs than in the rest of 
the country. Our winters, if any 
part of the year should be so des- 
ignated here, are so much milder 
and our spring so much earlier 
that Biddy has a much better 
chance to do her best. Of course, 
it is possible at considerable ex- 
pense and trouble to overcome 
the disadvantages of the. hard 
winters at the experiment stations 
and to some extent commercially, 
but it entails more expense and 
labor. Petaluma calls itself the 
“World’s Egg Basket,” with some 
right to the title; but the south- 
ern part of our state has the past 
few years made great strides in 
the industry, and the time is per- 
haps not far distant when we shall 
celebrate May first as Egg Day 
with as great gusto and right as 
our northern sister.

The year 1926 marks the Fiftieth 
Anniversary of the birth of the 
American Library Association and 
in many respects the birth of the 
American Library movement, says 
Mrs. F. H. 
Public Library. 


To signalize this year the As| 


sociation will hold an anniversary 
conference in Atlantic City and 
Philadelphia during the week of 
October 4, 1926. Invitations have 
been sent to. practically every 
country in the world, and many 
foreign delegates have signified 
their desire to have a part in this 
occasion. 

The day of the birth of the 
American Library Association, Oc- 
tober 6, will be celebrated by a 
special meeting and a reception 
in Philadelphia. This reception 
will be held in the Library of the 
Historical Society of Pennsylvania, 
the same society which served as 
host to the American Library As- 
sociation when it was organized 
at the Centennial in 1876. 


That there are still 51 million 
people in the United States and 
Canada who do not have access 
to public libraries, is a fact re- 
cently brought to light by an in- 
vestigation of library extension by 
the A. L. A. The fact indicates 
that the past fifty years of li- 
brary progress still leave much 
to be done in the way of library 
development, and future plans will 
accordingly be an even more im- 
portant topic than past accomplish- 
ment at the A. L. A. jubilee con- 


ference. Also the fact that 61 
million still lack libraries, as 
Mrs. Manker pointed out, places
